.MURDER TRIAL. 
UNUSUAL DEVELOPMMNT.

WHAT THE JURY THINK. 

There was an unusual develop- 
ment at the Criminal Sessions this 
morning in the caso in which an 
Indian guard is charged .with mur 
der. The Crown case, which the 
Crown Solicitor (Mr. H. -K. 
Holmes) presented, was that fol- 
lowingaslight altercation the pris- 
oner, for no adequate reason. 
fired his rifle pointblank at a coolle 
named Wong Cheung. A district 
watchman brushed--the--weapon 
aside as it was being fired and the 
bullet wounded a bystander, Wong 
Hin-fai, who died the next day, 

The prisoner gave evidence that 
while on his beat he was at- 
tacked by four Chinese who tried 
to seize: his carbine, He said he 
managed to load his weapon and 
fired at the deceased, who was 
one of the men, as the latter was 
running away. 

In the course of his address 
for the defence this morning 
Mr. Campbell Prosser, who was 
instructed by .Mr A. -‘el 
Arculli, said he had pleaded before 
in this Colony, and would con- 
tinue to plead, that a man arrested 
on a capital charge ought to be 


defended from the beginning at|- 


the Police Court. 

The direction given by the Chief 
Justice (Sir William Rees Davies}in 
Kis summing up to the jury was that 
if they believed the Crown case 
they must find the prisoner guilty 
of murder, unless they. found that 
he did it in self defence. 

The jury retired to consider their 
verdict at about five minutes past 
one o'clock and returned ahout half 
an hour later to seek a direction 
from His Lordship on a point of 
law. Retiring again, they returned 
shonly before 2 p.m.’ to’say that 
they had come to a céftain 
decision on the facts and 
wishéd to communicate it to 
His Lordship in order to ascertain 
what the legal position was. “We 
think,” announced the “foreman, 

‘that the prisoner, having had some 
quarrel for some. slight cause’ 
with Wong Cheung, was jostled by 
the crowd and, being a stranger, 
imagined himself attacked by them. 
He losthis head, loaded his rifle to 
intimidate. them and when they 
separated he fired at one of those 
he thought to he his attackers in- 


tending to disable him only.” * 
His Lordship said he would go 

jnto the position and asked the 

jury to return to-morrow morning.

The peuple excelled in the great 
moral truths contained ‘in their 
ethics and philosophy.

The Hon. Mr--P, H. Holyoak 
presided at tho annual: meeting of 
the Hongkong Boy Scouts’ Asso- 
ciation at the Theatre Royal last 
evening; H.E. the Governor,-Sir 

_ Edward Stubbs (chief scout), Rev. 

- G. T.-Waldegrave, Commissioner, 
and a full attendance of officers 

were also present, 
THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

In presenting the annual report 
of the year the Commissioner said 
that on September 30th, 1923, there 
were njne troops of land scouts 
with two others in the process 
of formation, The sea scouts’ 
were, registered as a_ troop. 
There was only one patrol of 
rovers and one wolf cub pack was 
in abeyance owing to lack of a 
suitable officer. The rover patrols 
owed their drop in numbers to the 
fact.that during the summer sever 
al of their numbers who were 
drawn from among the University 
students had left the University. 
The total numberof scouts was 169 
which showed a decrease, but this 
they did not view with any appre- 
hension, as during the year troops 
were instructed to revise their re- 
gisters and insist that all scouts 
who desired to be .considered as 
such should prove their keenness 
by regular attendance and steady 
work. The result was an increase 

Gn efficiency all round. : 

F THE OFFICERS, 

Dealing with the officers, the 
Commissioner said there were 
seven warranted scout masters, six 
warranted Een apa! masters, 
ard two warran olf cub officers. 
He remarked the Association need- 
ed badly men who would give up 
time to this most engrossing game 
of scouting for\boys. 

There had been a great advance 
jn scout craft during the year ganda 
high étandard.cf2fficiency hadheen 

. reached. There were now twenty- 
seven first-class scouts, and above 
that rank one King’s-sea scout. 
There were none:“of these at 
the commencement of the year. In 
the obtaining of proficiency badges, 
ambulance instruction, various 
handicraft, etc,, there had also been 
much work done with satisfactory 
“results. There was no doubt that 
the presentation of the Prince of 
Wales’ banner for competition had 
been a great incentive to scouts 
and had encouraged troop’ esprit de 
corps. . 

Referring te camping, the Rev. 
Waldegrave said that most of the 
camping carried out had been of 
the week-end or hiking variety. 
The frequent occurrences . of 
typhoon weather prevented camps 
of any length being held. : 

In regard to the sea scouts he 
said that the branch showed signs 
of gradual growth. The gift of a 
yacht by H.E. the Governor and 
Lady -Stubbs had proved most 
valuable, while other friends had 
also given a 16-foot rowing boat as 
well as a- stall dinghy for the, 
yacht. Five out of the cight mem- 
bers. had qualified to use the yacht. 
He added that by courtesy of mem- 
bers of the Royal Hongkong Yacht 

_ Club the sea scouts, under certain 
very reasonabletestriction’s;—were- 
allowed to take part ‘in Club races. 


FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 


Dealing with finances, he said 
the Association was now drawing 
very largely on its capital and they 
desired to sce the number of sub- 
scribers greatly increased, The 

. main expense at present was the 
upkeep and rent of the Pine Wood 
Training Camp. They had hoped 
to make troops absolutely self-sup= 
porting after giving them an initial 
start, but it appeared in the case of 
some of the poorer troops that an 
annpal grant would have to be | 
made. : 

The Commissioner then went on 
to deal with the main events of the 
year, including two rambles on the 
mainland during the Christmas 

. -+:holidays ‘ whilst in April the 
jamboree was, held with great 
success. In May the competition 
rally was held at the Race Course, 
and in Apgust a scouters’ training 
camp was held at Pine Wood.

The principal 
feature of the meeting was a very 
interesting illustrated lantern 
lecture on the Scout movement 
by. the Commissioner. The lantern 
slides ‘were | for the most 
part topical Pictures and .the 
Rev. Mr. Waldegrave wove his 
story round these topical pictures. 
Pictures of the Scouts in camp, ‘on 
the hike and undergoing instruc- 
tion both on sea and on land were 
displayed, A slide showing three 
Chincse scouts who had- been 
awarded the life saving medal was 
grected with much applause, whilst 
a picture of the officers in camp 
with the sea scouts acting as their 
cooks wasalso well received, The 
lantern was ‘manipulated by Mr. 
C. H. Blason. F 

PRINCE'S BANNER. 

At the conclusion of the lecture 
the Prince of Wales’ banner was 
presented by the Chicf Scout to 
the troop winning the most points 
at the Scout rallies, and the Com- 
missionerinasking His Excellency 
to make the presentation said the 
contests for the banner had been 
held ‘under certain conditions 
and points gained ,were added 
to the points awarded to 
troops for progress in the 
years work. During the past 
year, owing to the jamboree and 
the preparation it entailed, only 
one rally was held, in which the 
6th troop, Ellis Kadoorie School 
headed the list. On the total num- 
ber of points, including those 
awarded for progress, the Sea 
Scouts came first by a very small 
margin with the 6th troop second. 
The SubsCommittee were, how- 
ever, of the opinion that the Sea 
Scouts were so much more favour- 
ably placed in every way that a 
fairer decision would be to declare

THE RIGHT SPIRIT. 

The Patrol leader’ of the sea 
scouts was informed of this feeling 
but was told he would be quite 
justified in claiming the banner, 
He howover, stated the opinion of 
the sea scouts was ‘that the 6th 
troop deserved the banner.

WHERE IT IS PRINTED. 


The City Corporation have fixed 
a plaque on the wall of Printing 


House Square bearing the follow- 


ing inscription :-~ 
. Site of the 
Blackfriars 
Plaghauses 
1576-1584 a 
1596-1655. u 
The first important building on 
the site now oxcupied by the offices 
of the Times was the Blackfriars 
Monastery, founded in the last 
quarter of ‘the thirteenth century. 
King Edward Il, stayed here early 
in the fourteenth century and held 
a Parliament onthe spot. Another 
Parliament, known as‘the Black 
Parliament, was held here by King 
Henry VIIL in 1523, andthe divorce 
trial of Katherine of Aragon took 
place in-the Great Hall. - , 


. '@nstha-dissolution, of the monas- 
terries the conventual buildings 
were sold or. leased in portions, 
Among the buildings which took 
the place of the monastery in 
Queen Elizabeth's reign was , 
“private” (roofed-over) theatre 
the Blackfriars Playhouse. When 
Burbake constructed the theatre the 
inhabitants of Blackfriars objected 
to its use as a playhouse, and asa 
result it was leased to the “Queen’s 
Children of the Chapel.” Here 
the “children” performed plays 
and nusic. Later Shakespeare's 
company bought them out, and

regular playhouses, This was, in 


1s | 1608 or 1609, by which time Shake- 


speare had ceased to be an actor. 
Here were acted the works of great 
Elizabethan dramatists—Ben Jon- 


| son, Marston, Fletcher, Massinger, 


and probably of Shakespeare him- 
self. The theatre has hitherto been 
commemorated in the name of 
Playhouse Yard, just north of 
Printing House Square, which is 
occupied by the publishing: offices 
of the Times. y . 

The Great Fire of London devase 
tated the Blackfriars region in 1666, 
anda year later there was built on 
this spot the King’s Printing House, 
whence Printing .House Square 
takes its name. In the new Print- 
ing House John Bill, the King’s 
Printer, printed the London Gazette, 
which was the only paper in Eng- 
land forthirteen years. The King's 
printers moved to another place of 
business in 1770. 


For fourteen years the Printing 
House remained unoccupied, and 


in 1784 it was taken by the first’ 


John Walter, founder of the Times. 
Here, on January 1, 1785, appeared 
the first number of the Daily Univers 
sal Register. Three years later the 
title of the paper was ‘changed to 
the Times, and this journal has been 


printed on the same spot ever 


since,
